‘YOU’RE TOO GOOD’ 

Youth club members to lose leader because they are so well-behaved

A hugely respected youth club leader 
faces being forced out of the club she 
has led for almost four decades be¬ 
cause the children are too well 
behaved. 

Pat Lewis has worked at Banstead 
Youth Club in the Horseshoe, 
Banstead, for 38 years and was made 
an MBE in 2010 for services to young 
people. 

But now cash-strapped Surrey 
County Council wants to move her to 
Epsom because Banstead’s young¬ 
sters do not fit its criteria because 
they do not have as many problems as 
young people in other areas. 

Club members are fighting back 
with a petition to save Ms Lewis and 
the club itself. 

Maisie Wright and Ben Graham, 
both 16, are among more than 100 
young people who belong to the club 
and are heading-up the petition. 

Miss Wright said: “We believe it is 
so important as without the youth 
club we would sit on the streets with 
our friends getting up to no good. 

“Our petition is to get as many sig¬ 
natures as we can to show Surrey 
Council how much she means to this 
youth club and our community.” 

More than 350 people have already 
signed the petition, which describes 
Ms Lewis’ work as “truly invaluable”. 

Along with generations of children, 
Caroline Bray went to the youth club 
as a girl and her 14-year-old son now 
goes there. 

Ms Bray, who is a member of its 
steering committee, said they have 
been told verbally Ms Lewis will be 
moved to the Focus Youth Centre in 
Epsom in September. 

She said if any other youth workers 


leave they will also not be replaced 
because Surrey County Council has 
decided Banstead does not “fit the cri¬ 
teria” for youth work. 

She said: “We feel let down by Sur¬ 
rey. They are saying your kids do not 
behave badly so they don’t need 
youth work. 

“If you don’t behave you get every¬ 
thing. But if you do respect the com¬ 
munity and are kind to your friends 
and peers you get nothing.” 

She said: “They have got different 
issues. I know some of the children 
are quite insular, but they go to the 
youth club and get involved in 
everything.” 

Councillor Sam Walsh, who repre¬ 
sents Banstead Village on the bor¬ 
ough council, said it would be a big 
loss to the community to lose Ms 
Lewis. He said: “We don’t have any 
real youth problems as a result of 
what Pat and the youth club do.” 

County Councillor Ken Gulati said 
he opposed a recent decision to real¬ 
locate resources from Banstead to 
areas perceived to be in greater 
need. 

He said at the time they were as¬ 
sured that this reallocation would be 
through “natural wastage” - some¬ 
thing the loss of Ms Lewis is not. 

He said: “Pat Lewis is a major 
mover at the youth club and her loss 
will be quite a body blow.” 

A county council spokesman said: 
“Pat Lewis has done a fantastic job at 
Banstead - her contribution has 
helped us to reduce those classed as 
neither in education, employment or 
training (Neets) to the lowest level in 
the country - and I’m sure will do 
equally sterling work in nearby 
Epsom.”

The hunt is on for a new “town 
centres manager” - a year after 
Epsom’s business development 
manager quit. 

Epsom Council published an 
advert for the two-year role, 
which pays up to £45,000 a year, 
two weeks ago. 

Although the advert makes no 
mention of Stoneleigh, a 
spokesman said the remit of the 
manager will be Epsom town 
centre, Ewell Village and 
Stoneleigh Broadway, with half 
of the role focusing on the pro¬ 
cess of establishing a business 
improvement district (Bid) for 
Epsom. 

A Bid is an area in which a levy 
is charged on all organisations 
paying business rates. The levy 
is used to develop projects that 
will benefit the businesses and 
can be set up by the council, a 
person or company. 

A proposal and business plan 
will need to be submitted to 
Epsom Council and businesses 
subject to the levy will then vote 
on the scheme. 

A council spokesman said it 
aims for the new town centres

manager to be in a position to 
hold a ballot at the end of their 
two years in post. 

The spokesman said interviews 
for the role are due to take place 
next month “if we get a strong 
list of applicants”, with the aim 
of appointing somebody by late 
summer or early autumn. 

Adam Worley, Epsom’s busi¬ 
ness development manager 
(BDM) quit last May, after nine 
months in the role. His position 
had been funded by the council

and match-funded by the Ashley 
Centre. 

The new role will be funded en¬ 
tirely by Epsom Council. 

Malcolm Blackmore, owner of 
Easy Buy Appliances in Cheam 
Road, Ewell, welcomed a re¬ 
placement for Mr Worley, saying 
the BDM had “good ideas to 
build new businesses”. 

He said: “There has been a gap 
when Adam left. Things have got 
worse. More shops are shutting 
in Ewell Village. There’s even 
more of a need for someone to 
champion businesses. 

“You only have to go down the 
high streets and see that busi¬ 
nesses are dying. 

“I don’t object to it being fund¬ 
ed by the council. You could 
argue the businesses could pay 
for it, but they are not there.” 

David Beddows, the Ashley 
Centre’s general manager, said it 
was looking forward to working 
with a new manager. 

He said: “This role is a vital 
link between a number of organ¬ 
isations and stakeholders who 
work together to maintain and 
develop Epsom as a vibrant and 
viable town. 

“We are totally committed to 
the business improvement bid 
and will be assisting with this in 
any way we can.” 

Mr Beddows did not comment 
when asked on why the Ashley 
Centre would not be match-fund¬ 
ing the role this time round. 

Asked why Stoneleigh is not 
mentioned in the job advert, a 
council spokesman said: “We 
want to encourage individuals 
with the right skills set to apply, 
who may well be unfamiliar with 
the borough, we didn’t want to 
confuse applicants. 

“Stoneleigh Broadway is part 
of the role and the full details of 
the job will be discussed in depth 
with potential applicants.”

A builder-turned-songwriter has slammed 
his son’s school for accusing him of 
writing an “inappropriate” song about 
one of its pupils. 

Michael Armstrong, 41, from Banstead, 
said he was left “incredulous” when the 
Beacon School - a specialist media arts 
college - telephoned him on Thursday 
and asked him to come in to explain why 
he had written a song on his forthcoming 
album about a girl at the school. 

Mr Armstrong said his 12-year-old son 
Samuel, who is in year 7 at the school, in 
Picquets Way, Banstead, had been singing 
the song - written by his father four years 
ago - to tease the girl whose surname by 
coincidence is also the title of the song. 

The singer said the song was actually 
inspired by his Epsom-based manager 
Lisa Davies, but he decided to change her 
name to the surname of a famous crime 
writer whose book his parents were read¬ 
ing at the time. 

He said: “Samuel can be lively. My son 
had been singing the song and winding 
her up in some small way as children do. 

“Then I got a phone call from a welfare 
officer at the school who said, ‘We under¬ 
stand you’re a musician and we under¬ 
stand you have written a song. It’s a bit

awkward, but we have reason to believe 
it’s about one of our students and is 
inappropriate’. 

“I was incredulous. I told them I wasn’t 
coming in to speak about my song. I knew 
what they were implying.” 

He said he felt offended but added, “it’s 
a sad indictment of the time”. 

“It was such a wild and ridiculous accu¬ 
sation, just bizarre. 

“Is this what things are coming to? 
Censorship? 

“The song is certainly not about a 
young girl I didn’t even know existed 
until last week.” 

Mr Armstrong said it was “quite possi¬ 
ble” his son could have changed the lyrics 
of the song when he sang it to the girl - 
but said this still did not justify the 
school’s intervention. 

He added: “Kids will be kids. I used to 
sing songs when I was at school and 
change the lyrics. I’ve spoken to my son 
and he said he will sort himself out.” 

Mr Armstrong said that when speaking 
to his wife the next day, the school’s wel¬ 
fare officer admitted he had not really 
wanted to make the call to her husband. 

The builder said: “He said he had felt 
awkward ringing me and it was a silly sit¬ 
uation but they were just doing their job. 
The school haven’t followed it up.” 

The school has refused to comment on 
what happened. 

Mr Armstrong’s album, Michael Arm¬ 
strong, is due to be released at the end of 
next month. 

He is on tour with Peter Howarth from 
the Hollies and will also support 1970s 
pop icon Leo Sayer later this year.

Captured hearts: ‘Houdini’ the stray lurcher 


A witness has described the 
final moments of a stray dog 
- nicknamed Houdini - who 
had captured the hearts of 
Ashtead residents, as it 
chased a fox across a road at 
the “speed of light”. 

Zara Webb, from Sutton, 
was in the car with her father, 
partner and young son when 
a silver car hit the lurcher 
and kept driving along the 
A217 on Sunday evening. 

Houdini has been roaming 
around Ashtead and sur¬ 
rounding areas since Easter, 
despite the best efforts of con¬ 
cerned residents to catch him 
and find him a safe home. 

In the few days since his 
death more than £440 has 
been raised for a memorial 
fund. 

Miss Webb said: “Houdini 
was chasing a fox across the 
A217 at 11.25pm, he ran past 
our car at the speed of light it 
seemed. 


“As he ran into the next 
lane, a car travelling at about 
50-60mph hit him, which 
knocked him into a post on to 
the other side of the road. 

“I called police straight away 
and my wonderful dad drove 
back round to him to wait for 
the services to arrive. Unfor¬ 
tunately he had passed away. 
It was an awful experience.” 

She added: “I hope he is now 
at peace and running with the 
stars. I’m glad it was my fami¬ 
ly who was there at the end.” 

Driver Luke Scott said he 
saw another woman, Ashlie 
Williams with the dog at the 
side of the road while driving 
home from work. 

Mr Scott said: “I comforted 
her and helped get the dog 
into the back of the car.” 

Ms Williams posted on Face- 
book: “He was absolutely 
brilliant.”

Angry residents have criticised 
plans to turn a disused park 
keeper’s lodge into a vets in 
Nonsuch Park. 

Wingrave Veterinary Surg¬ 
eries want to move into the 
property and build an extension 
as well as a two-bedroomed flat 
above, nine parking spaces and 
an access way on to London 
Road, Stoneleigh. 

Peter Grinham, from 

Chadacre Road, described the 
proposed development as “ex¬ 
tremely large” and said it would 
destroy the surrounding 
wildlife habitat. 

Mr Grinham said: “We don’t 
need another veterinary 
surgery, certainly not at the loss 
of open space. The more resi¬ 
dents are hearing about it, the 
more they are getting angry and 
upset that more park space will 
be lost.” 

He added: “It will make the 
traffic problem worse and set a 
precedent for selling off or rent¬ 
ing off more bits of Nonsuch 
Park. This will eventually chip 
away at open park space which 
is a travesty.” 

Neill Denny, from Holmwood 
Road, said the lodge should be 
turned into a family home or 
knocked down, grassed over and 
returned to parkland. 

Mr Denny said: “You wouldn’t 
go to Hyde Park and says ‘Let’s 
put a vets there’. Why should 
Nonsuch Park be any 
different?” 

The veterinary practice, 


which has surgeries in Epsom, 
Sutton and Chipstead, said it 
was forced to close its Cheam 
branch last year and wants to 
continue to support pet owners 
there. 

Owner Nic Dodds said: “We 
have been in discussions with 
the council over this property 
for the past year in order to 
meet the needs of the communi¬ 
ty, enhance the park and protect 
the environment. 

“Our Epsom surgery, located 
in Court Lodge recreation park, 
demonstrates how veterinary 
practices can be successfully in¬ 
tegrated with locals using the 
park, to everyone’s benefit.” 

Mr Dodds said an appointment 
only system would minimise 
traffic while they have surveyed 
plant and animal life in order to 
conserve trees and protect 
species such as slow worms, 
lizards and bats. 

He said: “At the moment the 
property is derelict and we hope 
to have the opportunity to 


improve the site; we have a 
record of investing in our prac¬ 
tices to the benefit of our clients 
and the community.” 

Their planning statement said 
the extension would be tradi¬ 
tionally built and its grounds 
would be enhanced by “ecologi¬ 
cally friendly landscaping”. 

Mike Teasdale, a member of 
the Nonsuch Park joint manage¬ 
ment committee, said leasing 
the building to the vets would 
generate a stream of income 
for cutting grass and park 
maintenance. 

He said: “In general terms, 
park users in particular have 
thought it is a good idea. They 
would rather see it properly 
used than lying there becoming 
derelict.”

‘Inadequate’ home 
in website breach

A nursing home threatened 
with serious action by a 
watchdog less than two 
months ago is still pointing 
people to a glowing 2013 
inspection. 

Firtree House Nursing 
Home in Banstead, was criti¬ 
cised by the Care Quality 
Commission in March for 
failing to provide care which 
was safe, effective or well-led. 

But any potential paying 


customers looking for a care 
home for their elderly rela¬ 
tives might be mistaken for 
getting a different story. 

The website was, this week, 
still linking to a June 2013 re¬ 
port when it met every stan¬ 
dard assessed. 

By doing so the care home 
in Fir Tree Road is breaching 
new legal guidelines - which 
made it a legal requirement 
to display the latest ratings. 

At the time of the report 
Adrian Hughes, deputy chief 
inspector of adult social care 
south at the CQC, said it 
was “unacceptable” that 


concerns had not been ad¬ 
dressed at the home. 

He said: “The question we 
have to ask ourselves is, does 
the provider have the capa¬ 
bility to make the changes, 
embed them in practice so 
the improvements are sus¬ 
tained over time?” 

Salim Jiwa, owner of 
Firtree, had 21 days from 
April 1 to comply with pub¬ 
lishing report - a deadline 
which has now expired. 

He said on Friday he would 
be changing the website to in¬ 
clude a link to the March 2015 
report rating it “inadequate”.

The mother of a talented 
young jockey who died in a car 
crash has said her daughter is 
“simply irreplaceable”. 

Charlotte Lajoie, 17, who 
lived in St Leonard’s Road, 
Epsom, was killed when two 
cars crashed on the A24 in 
Capel, a village between Dork¬ 
ing and Horsham, at about 
10pm on Sunday, April 26. 

She was a passenger in a 
Seat Ibiza that crashed into a 
Ford Fiesta. 

Charlotte had just finished 
an introductory course at the 
elite British Racing School, in 
Newmarket, and had been 
part of the Epsom racehorse 
training community all her 
life. 

Her mother, Simone Lajoie, 
said: “Charlotte was a beauti¬ 
ful girl, a natural horsewoman 
and had a great sense of hu¬ 
mour. She had a wide circle of 
friends and is simply 
irreplaceable.” 

A statement released by the 
Lajoie family said: “Simone’s 
thoughts and prayers are with 
her daughter and she contin¬ 
ues to support all the others 


involved in the accident and 
their families and friends. 

“Simone and her family 
would like to thank everyone 
for their support and mes¬ 
sages of sympathy. 

“Given the suddenness and 
the tragic circumstances of 
the accident, Simone would 
appreciate privacy while she 
comes to terms with her terri¬ 
ble loss.” 

A candle and flowers have 
been placed outside the fami¬ 
ly’s front door, while tributes 
to the teenager have also been 
left at the scene of the crash. 

Simon Dow, who runs the 
Clear Height Stables, in Derby 
Stables Road, Epsom, where 
Mrs Lajoie worked for more 
than a decade, told the Epsom 
Guardian: “We have known 
each other since Charlotte 
was born, her and Simone are 
very much a part of our lives. 

“It’s a complete tragedy. 
Charlotte had just completed 
the introductory course at the 
British Racing School, which 
is obligatory. She had come 
through that with good refer¬ 
ences. She wanted to be an ap¬ 
prentice jockey, that was her 
dream. She was a very deter¬ 
mined young lady and had 
great natural talent. 

“But she was also just such a 


special individual. She had 
an amazing sense of humour 
and so much energy, 
only ever saw the good in 
people. 

“Nobody deserves to 
go through this, least 
of all Simone. She 
had put so much 
into Charlotte, 
and they were 
a real double 
act. 

“The

we will continue to support 
Simone.” 

The British Racing School 
said Charlotte had previously 
completed work experience 
with Epsom racehorse train¬ 
er Laura Mongan, and that 
Mrs Mongan had taken Char¬ 
lotte on as a full-time mem¬ 
ber of staff to complete an 
apprenticeship in racehorse 
care after the teenager fin¬ 
ished her introductory 
course earlier this month. 

Grant Harris, the school’s

“Char¬ 
lotte wa 
a brigl 
enthusia 
tic, model 
student. 

“This is an abso¬ 
lute tragedy.” 

The Lajoie family 
said arrangements for 
Charlotte’s funeral will 
be announced after the 
weekend.

Aid in wake of quake

An earthquake expert has told 
of his heartbreaking search to 
find buried survivors under 
collapsed buildings in Nepal. 

Mark Scorer, 33, a geotechnical 
engineer for Epsom-based com¬ 
pany Atkins who lives in nearby 
Wheelers Lane, flew out to Kath¬ 
mandu on Sunday, April 26. 

After his return to the UK on 
Sunday night, Mr Scorer de¬ 
scribed their efforts to clear sites, 
assess collapsed buildings and 
search rubble piles using sniffer 
dogs and telescopic cameras. 

He said: “You try and focus on 
the task in hand, but when you 
are searching through the rubble 
and coming across clothes and 
shoes, it can be quite difficult. 

“You are focused on what you 
need to do and what you are look¬ 
ing for and any signs of life. It’s a 
case of doing what you can.” 

Unfortunately, Mr Scorer said 
they did not find anyone still 
alive under the rubble. 

He said: “Very few people are 
rescued and pulled out after the 
immediate aftermath. 

“We cleared a number of build¬ 
ings so that gave assurances to 
families we had been there and 
they could move back in.” 

Mr Scorer was part of a team at 
Search and Rescue Assistance in 
Disasters (Saraid) for two years 
and has given up a weekend 
every month to train with them. 

He has worked at Atkins for

eight years. 

Mr Scorer said the self-suffi¬ 
cient team, which went out with 
its own food, water, medicine and 
supplies, camped near Kathman¬ 
du airport and managed to clear 
and search up to 10 structures in¬ 
cluding residential flats with 
shops at the lower level. 

He said “It’s a big disaster area 
and co-ordinating a response with 
limited connections in terms of 
internet and phone signal was al¬ 
ways going to be challenging.” 

The death toll has now risen 
above 7,500 and humanitarian 
organisations are providing food, 
shelter and help for victims. 

He described Nepalese people 
they encountered as “amazingly 
resilient”, adding: “It was hum¬ 
bling to see how they dealt with 
that situation. They didn’t feel 
sorry for themselves, they picked

themselves up.” 

Neil Thomas, managing direc¬ 
tor for Atkins’ water and envi¬ 
ronment division, said: “Mark’s 
commitment to the cause shows 
he cares about the world we live 
in and understands how his 
engineering skills can make a 
difference to people’s lives.” 

The company raised £1,000 to 
help earthquake survivors at a 
bake sale on Tuesday.

Organising finances is hugely important for first-time buyers 


Due to the affordability tests 
introduced 12 months ago, 
first time buyers will need to 
get their finances in order to 
secure a mortgage this spring, 
writes Anna Francis of Hunters.

Those in their AOs are in the most like¬ 
ly group to become first-time land¬ 
lords, a survey by Rentguard 
Insurance reveals. 

Some AO per cent of those 
purchasing a buy-to-let investment 
for the first time were in this age 
bracket. 

They were followed in second place 
by those in the 50+ age bracket (2A 
per cent) and those aged between 
30-39 (19 percent).

Richard Brady reckons 
Leatherhead could have been 
preparing for a Ryman Pre¬ 
mier League play-off semi¬ 
final if Tom Bradbrook had 
stayed at Fetcham Grove. 

Brady finds himself in the 
enviable position of having 
most of next season’s squad 
already tied down after 
Richard Avery and Stacy 
Long added themselves to 
those wanting to commit to 
another campaign. 

However, the manager is 
not resting on his laurels and 
he has targeted positions that 
need strengthening, includ¬ 
ing a striker. 

He said: “We need to im¬ 
prove centrally.

“I’m not picking on a partic¬ 
ular position, but we need 
more quality in depth so 
if we lose a midfielder or a 
centre half, we aren’t affected 
by it. 

“We did not have that this 
year, and it cost us. 

“Your backline especially is 


key and you need it to be 
solid. 

“Look at Chelsea, they’re 
going to win the league with 
John Terry, Gary Cahill and 
Thibaut Courtois - they play 
week in week out and they 
have been solid all season, 
that’s what you need -unfor¬ 
tunately that didn’t happen 
for us.” 

During last summer, and 
despite promotion to the 
Ryman Premier Division, 
Brady lost a large swathe of 
his squad. 

However, this time round 
the picture is very different. 

“No one has said they want 


to leave, all those Dear John 
phone calls came last year. 
The majority of players we 
have, in contrast to last year, 
want to stay,” Brady added. 

“It all bodes well. Last sea¬ 
son I started with two or 
three players who were never 
going to be in the team, but I 
had to because of the situa¬ 
tion we were in. 

“This year in pre-season 
we’ll come together, players 
will know each other and 
there will be competition - 
it’s nice.”
